REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
With respect to claim 7 and 22, the applicant argues that "understanding the active element of then active content 1202, for 
example, in this context should provide the Examiner with enough reasonable basis by which to construe the claims in a fashion 
that clearly distinguish over the prior art made of record". However, the examiner respectfully points out that although the 
specification may include particular limitations that distinguish over the prior art; the present rejection for claim 7 and 22 as 
explained in the previous office action is maintained because, as explained, the prior art in combination teaches the required 
limitations. Should the applicant require limitations present in specification to further distinguish the present claim limitations of 7 
and 22 over the prior art, then the applicant is suggested to include those limitations in the claim language. 

Secondly, the applicant argues that both of the schilit references '014 and '876 "are more focused upon the ability to simply remove, that 
is take out of context certain editorial notes or graphic embellishments, with these editorial notes or graphic embellishments to be 
later used for a separate, disconnected reassembly in another document or user interface construct; fand thus eitherl Schilit 
reference is not the focus of their instant claimed invention [and teaches away from the claimed inventionl. However, this 
argument is not persuasive since as explained in the abstract of Schilit et al ('876, and similarly in '014)), and also pointed out by 
the applicant, the layout relationship/context data is retained for clips, such that the layout relationship/context data is used for 
display/view when requested by the user. Thus, since as specified in the abstract of the current/pending application (10/777046), 
the current invention "gathers context information regarding the clip, and displays the clips with annotations to the user"; which is 
also a similar goal taught by Schilit (use of context information regarding a free ink annotation for display/view). Therefore, Schilit 
does not teach away from the current application, but ratheronstead, supports the use of gathering context data; and the 
applicant's argument is thus, not persuasive.
